PAIRLY BEATEN BUT NOT DISGRACED.

Jake Kilrain again essayed to demonstrate the eflfec- 
tiveness of the old methods of pugilism over the school 
now in vogue. In Boston, about a month ago, he es- 
sayed a similar task; and through the generosity of a 
partial referee he secured a draw with one of the best. 





exponents of latter-day pugilism now in the ring, Steve 
0’ Donnell, 

Kilrain would have displayed much wisdom had he 
accepted the result of that encounter as a satisfactory 
proof of his inability to cope with an antagonist having 
an advantage in youth, height, reach and cleverness, 
but he didn’t; and the fight which took place at Coney 
Island last Monday night, under the auspices of the 
Seaside Athletic Club, was the result. O’ Donnell was 
again his opponent, but instead of ten, as in Boston, 
twenty-five rounds was the Mimit of the battle. 

Kilrain’s confidence in his ability was evident from 
the battle which he fought. He was game to the core, 
and took punishment enough to have beaten half a 
dozen ordinary men. His defeat was inevitable after 
the eighth round, and his advisers counseled him to 
end the bout, but round after round he went to the 
mark like a lamb, only to be hammered and jabbed in 
a pitiful manner. Several times he made an effort to 
turn the tide in his favor, but lack of condition and his 
inability to damage his youthful antagonist caused him 
to desist. He made a grand showing, however, and if 
he never fights again the record of his battle with 
0’ Donnell deserves to go upon the pages of fistic his- 
tory as one of the grandest that ever took place. 

O'Donnell won, it is true; but he was a disappoint 
ment at that. His flaunted cleverness suflered by 
comparison with the splendid showing which Kilrain 
made during the first six or seven rounds. He is far 
from being a fighter of championship quality, and a faster 
man than old Jake, with the latter’s gameness‘and stam- 
ina, would have had him guessing before the battle had 
progressed very far, 

The fight was witnessed by 7,000 people, and not a 
spectator left the vast arena but who expressed satisfac. 
tion at having witnessed a fine fight. The betting was 
two to one on O’ Donnell, but the odds were fictitious, 

O’ Donnell, enveloped in a big, blue bath robe, was the 
first to enter the ring, accompanied by Billy Delaney, 
Jim McVeigh, Jim McCabe, Benny Murphy and Young 
(iriflo. He took the seat that had Just been vacated by 
young Corbett, O’ Donnell, who looked to be in fine 
condition, muscular and sleek as a greyhound, said he 
weighed about 180 pounds. Whén he took off his 
robe he wore bright green tights. 

Kilrain was not slow in following his young opponent 
into the arena. Hoe said, as he took his seat in the cor- 
ner, that he weighed about 210 pounds; and he looked 
every ounce of it. His paunch was distended to a de- 
cree that indicated very little effort on his part to get 
into fine condition. His popularity was evident, how- 
ever, for he was cheered wildly as he took his seat 
in his corner. He was esquired by E. Gebhart, Al. 
llertford andBilly Duke, all of Baltimore. 

After the preliminary shaking of hands the two men 
assumed fighting attitudes, but that was about all the 
first round consisted of. Both were wary and displayed 
generalship. Kilrain broke ground first, but the blow 
went around big Steve’s neck, and the Australian was 
forced to his knees. 

Thesecond round was livelier. A left-hand jab reached 
Kilrain’s nose and caused it to puff and grow red. He 
retaliated with a° punch on O’Donnell’s cheek. The 
latter countered and a clinch followed. 

The third round saw Kilrain take the initiative, bat 
his left-hand punch aimed at the Australian’s nose was 
neatly stopped. A stiff exchange followed and then 
Jake landed a clean left-hand smash on O’ Donnell’s 
jaw. The latter then adopted jabbing tactics, making 
the veteran’s nose the object of his atténtion. He soon 
had the latter snorting and snuffing and evidently nerv- 
ous, Just before the gong sounded Kilrain got home a 
hard one on O’ Donnell’s eye. 

When Kilrain came up for the fourth round his nose 
was puffed and red. Jake began forcing matters and 
landed two hard ones in succession on O’ Donnell’s right 
eye. The crowd cheered the veteran. O’ Donnell’s face 
showed some surprise when the veteran landed upon 
him so cleverly. His nervousness, too, was apparent. 
ile got home a couple of stiff punches at the-end of the 
round, 

Everybody expressed admiration for Kilrain and 
many commendatory remarks were passed while the 
lighters were in their corners being groomed down. 
After a minute of fibbing Jake planted a straight left on 
‘” Donnell’s face, and got away withouta return. O’ Don- 
vell retaliated in the stomach, and got another stiff 
punch on the left eye. Some clever exchanges then fol- 
‘owed with honors about even. 

O'Donnell led short at the beginning of the sixth 
round, while Kilrain’s counter was caught by Steve on 
the shoulder. He led heavily on Kilrain’s nose, and 

‘he latter countered on the forehead, the blow leaving a 


dark red bruise. Kilrain’s next effort was a swinging 
left, which reached the side of O’ Donnell’s head. Kil- 
rain was surprising even his friends by the splendid way 
in which he was holding his own with his youthful op- 
ponen*. 

The seventh round was little more than a pretty exhi- 
bition, but the eighth was marked by plenty of clean 
hitting and stiff punching on both sides. Klirain’s nose 
Was smashed and cut in one of the exchanges, and began 
to bleed fast. In the ninth round O’ Donnell started the 
ball by smashing the veteran on his damaged proboscis, 
sending the blood out in aspurt. Four times the Aus- 
tralian landed clean on the head, and made Jake’s belly 
the object of his visitation. Kilrain was plainly dis- 
tressed now, while his youthful antagonist looked more 
confident. ; 

The tenth round was begun with an exchange and a 
clinch, in which no damage was done. Then 0’ Donnell 
put in his left and right on Kilrain’s head, and followed 
it with a stiff right at the stomach, which the veteran 
stopped neatly enough to cause the crowd to cheer. 

In the eleventh round O’ Donnell was short in two 
leads, the veteran avoiding them cleverly. O'Donnell 
followed him around and finally succeeded in planting 
three stiff left hand punches in his opponent’s stomach. 
The latter evinced a disposition now to mix it up, and 
some lively fighting ensued. O’ Donnell had the best of 
the encounter at the end of the round. 

Kilrain drove his left into the Australian’s face at the 
opening of the twelfth round, and followed it up by a 
light Jab in the side. Then he reached the veteran's 
law twice in succession. Kilrain was very tired and 
distressed and it was evident that nothing but an acci- 
dent could save him from defeat. O’ Donnell realized 
that he was besting his opponent and started to punish 
him in the body. 





Youth and condition now began to tell. Kilrain was 
too slow to do any effective hitting, although his leads 
were timely if his blows lacked punishing quality. He 
fought hard through the thirteenth round and in the ex- 
changes landed quite as frequently as his antagonist. 

In the fourteenth round the Australian whipped his 
left into the veteran’s side twice in succession and was

rewarded by a smash on the jaw that caused the friends 
of Kilrain to bow! with delight. A clinch followed, 
O’ Donnell punched Kilrain severely in the side and the 
latter was in Queer street when the round ended. 

Kilrain was plainly defeated, but his wonderful en- 
durance evabled him to avoid golng to the floor. In 
the fifteenth round he recovered sufficiently to land 
two straight left hand punches on O' Donnelgs face, but 
the blows lacked force and were consequently ineflect- 
val. He met the Australian's leads cleverly enough 
and scored often in the exchanges. O’ Donnell clearly 
violated the agreement made before the fight not to 
punch in the clinches, by pummelling Kilrain’s body 
while the crowd yelled “foul.” 

In the seventeenth round O’ Donnell cut Kilrain’s left 
eye with a short right hand jab and in the succeeding 
round the Australian made this spot the object of his 
visitation. The damaged optic soon began to swell and 
was soon closed. Jake made an expiring effort in this 
round, and was severely punished by the Australian. 
His face was covered with blood which flowed from his 
eye, nose and mouth. He was game to the core and 
this quality caught the spectators who cheered him vo- 
ciferously when he went to his corner. 

The end came in the twenty-first round. Kilrain had 
been punished unmercifully, and it was evident that 
while he realized that defeat was certain, he was too 
game to do anything but take his medicine as long as 
he could. His face was cut and bruised until it resem- 
bled a mass of jelly; one eye was completely closed, his 
nose broken and split across the bridge, a steady stream 
of blood flowed from bis cut lips and he was so tired 
that he could hardly stand. Hetried to mix it up every 
time O’ Donnell led for him, but the stiff body blows 
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which the latter began throwing into him caused him 
to snort and groan. Once, when he dropped his hands 
to stop what looked to him to be a straight left-hand jab 
at the heart, O’ Donnell changed his plans and brought 
the blow up, and it landed square on the old fellow's 
chin. The latter dropped to the floor, staggered to his 
feet as the referee counted seven, but Just as O’ Donnell 
was about to land the coup de grace the police official at 
the ring side called out, “That will do,” and the referee 
stepped Into the breach between the two fighters and 
led Kilrain to his corner. The latter made no protest 
when the honors were awarded to his opponent. Kilrain 
was beaten, but not diagraced. He had put up a fight 
that reflected no discredit upon him, and his exit from 
the ring was accompanied by hearty, prolonged cheer- 
ing. 

The first preliminary bouts brought Marty McCue 
and Frank Patterson to the front. The former was at- 
tended by Charley White, Charley Ellingsworth and 
Jim Truesdale. In Patterson's corner were Jimmy 
Carroll end Dan Gallagher. The lads weighed 125 
pounds and the fight throughout the six rounds was 
conspicuous for the little science displayed by the con- 
testants, It wasaslugging match from end to.end in 
which both men sustained an equal amount of damage.

The first two rounds furnished a sorry exhibi- 
tion. Green's boasted of cleverness, proved very disap- 
pointing. The Brooklyn ex-amateur apparently out- 
fought him. Green seemed to be nervous and unable 
todo himself justice. In the third round Holmes 
knocked him down, .The fighting was now fast and 
the exchanges were rapid and effective. Green iin- 
proved a lotand his better condition enabled him to 
show to better advantage when the goug sounded, Both 
went to corners very tired. 

In the fourth round Holmes tried to force matters, 
but his leads were met by clever counters, Once he 
forced Holmes into his corner and gave him four rapid 
blows without a return. Holmes was very badly wind- 
ed at the end of the round and honors were in Green's 
favor. The fifth round was all Green's, He landed a 
dozen hard ones on his opponent's Jaw and the latter 
was unable to do more than swing wildly and leave 
openings that his more agile opponent was quick to take 
advantage of. Inthe sixth round he broke Holmes’ 
nose and brought the blood flowing ina stream. Green 
proved his cleverness now in avoiding his opponent's 
blind rushes. At the same time meeting him effectu- 
ally with face and body punches atevery stand, In the 
seventh round, after they had been fighting 55 seconds, 
Holmes asked the referee to stop the bout, declining to 
go on, under the plea that be had broken his left hand. 
‘The honors were awarded to Green.

Fatal Assignation of a Woman 
and Her Lover. 








VENGEANCE: OF A HUSBAND. 


Archie Brown, Son of Kentucky's Gov- 
ernor, Shot to Death.

One of the most sensational tragedies which has 
marred the history of Kentucky, the home of beautiful 
women, chivalrous men and thoroughbred horses, oc- 
curred recently at 1025 West Madison street, Louts- 
ville, Ky., and had not only the effect of throwing a 
gloom over the State, but of shocking the entire coun- 
try. It was the old, old story, told an hundred times, a 
man’s unholy love for another man’s wife, but in this 
case the revenge for outraged honor came so deadly 
sure and swift that the unfaithful woman and her lover 
were shot dead without a chance to even form the words 
ofaprayer. The interest which lends itself to this aw- 
ful crime is caused by the fact that one of the victims 
was Archie Brown, the favorite son and private secre- 
tary of the Governor of the State, and the woman was 
one of the most beautiful and fascinating in the Blue 
Grass Country. The busband ts Fulton Gordon, who at 
ove time had separated from the woman, but was recon- 
ciled not long ago. 

The shooting occurred at 12:35 o’clock In an evil re- 
sort kept by Lucy B. Smith, a negro woman, at No. 
1025 West Madison street. Brown was killed in the 
room and Mrs. Gordon was shot down as she was flee- 
ing from the place. 

At noon Brown, accompanied by Gordon's wife, 
knocked at the front door of Mrs, Smith’s house. They 
were admitted by Mattie Mattingly, a colored woman, 
and immediately repaired to an upstairs room which 
had been previously engaged. : 

Thirty minutes later Fulton Gordon knocked at the 
door of the house and was admitted. He was not kuown 
to the woman who keeps the house. He engaged an- 
other room, saying that a woman would join him there 
shortly. ; 

Gordon did not remain in his room very long, but, as 
soon as opportunity offerel, he crept up the stairs, pis 
tol in hand, to the room which he knew was occupied 
by the guilty. The negro women were all in the lower 
partof the house, oblivious of the fact that a man al- 
most crazed with passion, and in whose heart lurked 
murder, was on the eve of committing one of the most 
dreadful crimes known. As for the two personsin that 
room on the second floor, front—the man and the 
woman, who were revelling in their guilty love, and 
who were stealing the caresses from each other which 
the law denied both—they felt secure, toosecure. They 
believed their secrét was hidden from every one except 
the black woman who rented them the room. They 
were blinded by their love, blind to everything on 
earth, except that scarlet passion to which they gave 
full rein, and which had oferleaped the bounds of even 
ordinary prudence. 

The insecure landing outside gave out a groan, as if it 
were human and in pain. Brown and the woman 
started up guiltily. 

Then there came a thunderous knock at the door 
which made it shiver on its hinges. There was no time 
for a question, for a familiar voice shouted : 

“Open the door or I'll break it down !’ 

Even as the man outside spoke he battered down the 
fragile barrier, and with a jump like a wild animal, 
leaped to the centre of the room, pistol in hand. His 
movement was so rapid that the twoin the room had 
scarcely time to move, and when they looked they saw 
in the dim, subdued light of the apartment, the blazing 
eyes of a man who was almost a maniac in his intense 
anger glaring at them. 

There was one moment of calm, 

“I have caught you at last,’”’ shouted Gordon, and 
then he raised his pistol and began shooting at his wife 
and Brown. Five times he pulled the trigger of his 
weapon, and five times the report ofan exploding cart- 
ridge rang out in the room, as the bullet found its billet 
of human flesh. 

Archie Brown was no coward. In his veins ran the 
blood of generations of Kentucky fighters, and while 
the man he had wronged was still shooting at him Ne 
managed to get his own pistol out of his trousers pocket, 
and jumping to his feet he began to shoot back. 

It was a very brief duel. The crouching, frightened, 
half nude woman on the bed ran between her lover and 
her husband. ‘The glow of passion had left her cheek, 
had fled like a trightened bird, and she was as pallid and 
cold as though she had, by some strange alchemy of 
fate, been transformed into a marble Galatea. She saw 
with her eyes, but a short time since heavy-lidded with 
sin, but now wide open with the horror of it all, her 
lover fire two shots at the avenging husband, and then 
she saw them close together, like two wrestlers, and 
clinch. 

Gordon’s pistol was empty, and he was fighting for 
Brown’s weapon, while tile man who had been caught in 
flagrante delicto was battling for his life. 

It was a duel to the death! 

The odds were against the lover. There were four 
bullets in his body, and his blood was trickling from 
the four wounds. 

It was brief, but to the woman on the bed it must have 
seemed an age as they swayed and fought back and 
forth, overthrowing chairs and tables, while his flowing 
blood was spattered everywhere, over everything. Even 
the cheap and gaudy paper on the walls was spattered 
with the blood of the man who was looking into the 
eyes of death, and the bed-clothing was stained with 
crimson. Blood was on the woman’s bands and it 
marred the spotiess white of her underclothing. 


It was a horrort 

The lover wavered and weakened fora moment. The 
moment meant death, for Gordon snatched from his al- 
most perveless hands the pistol, and with a quick move- 
ment he sent a bullet squarely into Brown's forehead. 
That was the fatal wound, and as he sank in a bloody 
heap on the floor at the feet of his slayer, the Galatea on 
the bed came to life again. It was no loving touch of a 
Pygmalion which brought her from her marble-like 
horror. It was the hand of terror, the fear of death, the 
dread of a justly enraged husband. 

With a wild spring she left that bloody couch and 
ran forthe door. As she gained the hall, she heard a 
| Second shot. It was fired by Gordon into Brown's 

quivering body. 

In the lower hall stood the negress who owned the 
house, with her black face gray with fear. She was to 
be witness toa murder. She saw the beautiful blood- 
stained women slipping rapidly down the creaking 
, stairs, with her hair tossed and unkempt, and with her 
| hands clutching at her breasts. She saw her reach the 
bottom step, then the lost shot rang out, and the pistol 
in the hands of the husband, who stood on the landing 
above spat out its last fatal messenger of lead. 

It struck Mrs. Gordon. in the back and found the 
heart. Then she called upon her Maker: 

“My God!” 

Her hands flew up in the air, and reeling and stagger- 
ing, with the instinct of life still strong within her, she 
managed to reach the back door, and there she fell, life- 
leas, while the negress ran shrieking out into the street. 

A boy who had escaped from the house some mo- 
ments before ran as far as Tenth and Walnut streets, 
where he found two policemen, Reilly and Lapeille. 
Stuttering and stumbling In his speech, he told his brief 
but awful tale of murder, and the policemen, running 
toward the house, arrived just in time to see Gordon, 
bloody from head to feet, and hatless, rushing fora 
horse and buggy which was on the corner of West 
street. 

When they arrived Gordon was in the vehicle. 

“T shot both of them,” he sald. “I caught them in 
the act. They are both dead. I am shot, too. Come 
with me, and I will show you where they are.”’ 

At the door of the house Gordon fainted away, but he 
was brought to by some water that was dashed in his 
face. 

Two bullets were imbedded ! fie door, several 
went through a window which faced to the north, 
three were buried in the walls and two fn the ceiling. 

The walls of the room were smeared with blood. The 








ture was badly broken in the fray. 


The Last Bullet Found Her Heart. 


On a centre table in the room were two glasses of wine 
and-a bottle, the contents of which had been overturned 
in the scuffle. The room was ina most disorderly con- 
dition, chairs and bedclothes being mixed up indis- 
criminately. Brown's clothes Were lyinz near the dead 
man’s head, where they had been thrown trom an over- 
turned chair. 

Brown’s body presented a horrible appearance, being 
covered with bioud from head to foot. There were three 
bullet wounds in the breast, one of them being over the 
region of the heart. There were two wounds in the head, 
one being in the centre of the forehead. There was an- 
other wound in the abdomen, and another in the right 
arm. The features were distorted. 

Mrs, Gordon was lying on a cellar door in the yard, 
face downward. She was clothed only ina skirt and 
was in her stocking feet. Her hair was loose and hung 
about her head in a tangled mass. Her face was calm 
and gave no sign of a struggle. Her bosom was cov- 
ered with blood and her skirt was bespattered. Her 
hands were tightly clinched and her face was smeared. 

Gordon sald to Officer Lapeille, on the way to the jail 
in the patrol wagon, that he had been suspecting the 
couple for some time, and about a week ago he found 
that his suspicions were correct. 

In the coat pocket of the murdered man was found 
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dingy carpet on the floor was saturated and the furni-

Arcurs D. Brown. Governor's Private Secretary, Frankfort, Ky.: 
Don't write any more. Come Tuesday. Meet meat S. 10 M. 
P.M. 

As a girli—and that was comparatively but few years 
ago—Nellie Bush was one of the belles of the State. 

Her family is one of the best known and mgst re- 
spected in that State. Her mother was once State Li- 
brarian at Frankfort, and her grandfather was Judge 
Zacariah Wheat, Chief Justice of the Court of Appeals 
of Kentucky, and one of the most learned and dis- 
tinguished of Kentuckians. Miss Bush always had 
plenty of admirers and they were very much surprised 
when she eloped about eight years ago with Fulton 
Gordon, and married him in Jeffersonville. 

The elopement of Gordon and Miss Bush made a sen- 
sation in Louisville. The young woman was engaged 
to marry an army lieutenant attached toa far western 
post. All the arrangements were made for a fashiona- 
ble wedding. 

Two days before her fiance was expected to arrive in 
Louisville Miss Bush disappeared. Her friends were 
for twenty-four hours ignorant of her whereabouts, al- 








though diligent 
search was being 
made for her. 

It was accidentally 
found that the couple 
had been married in 
Jeffersonville, Ind., 
and following the 
publication of that 
fact they returned 
to Loursville and 
formally announced 
it. 

The lieutenant 
reached the city the 
day after the story 
of the elopement was 
published. He read 
itin the newspapers 
and went back to his 
post without seeing 
the woman who had 
jilted him. 

It came out that 
Gordon and Miss 
Bush had long been 
lovers, but had quar- 
reled. It was during 
their estrangement 
that she engaged her- 
self to the Heutenant, 
whom she met whiie 
on a visit to the 
West. 

As the time for the 
marriage approach- 
ed, Gordon Tesolved to prevent it. The story went that 
he called upon Miss Bush on the night of the elope- 
ment, and his tufluence was sufficient to overcome 
whatever scruples she had against the betrayal of the 
lieutenant. 

But she did not have the courage to face the indigna- 
tion of her friends, and for that reason resolved not only 
to elope, but to keep in retirement fora few days until 
the storm blew over. 

At that time Gordon was one of the best-known men 
about town. He was a clerk at the Galt House, and had 
acquaintances in every portion of the country, with all 
ot whom he was popular. 

In maturer years Mrs. Gordou developed into a mag- 
nificent looking woman. Everything went well with 
Mr. and Mrs. Gordon for several years after their mar- 
riage. They had one child, a pretty girl, and to them 
life seemed bright. 

Tn the summer of 1890 Gordon left the employ of the 
Galt House to become manager of the Kenyon Hotel 
company at Frankfort. 

During the Constitutional Convention of 1890-91 
Mrs. Gordon attracted a great deal of attention, and 
seemed to court admiration at every opportunity. She 
became talked about in an unpleasant way, but her hus- 
band was deaf to ail the stories of what might have been 
simply indiscretions upon his wife’s part. 

But the winter following there was an open scandal 
that everybody in Frankfort talked about. It resulted 
in the Kenyon Hotel Company ousting Gordon from the 
management of the property, and the separation of 
Gordon and his wife. 


After the separation Gordon went to Chicago, where 
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be was employed a long time asa clerk in the Pa), 
House ic that city. About a year ago the husband ., 
wife became reconciled, and Gordon returned to 1, 
vilie, where he became manager of a tradesmen’s | , 
tective organization. The couple lived in Kenwox; . 
pretty south Louisville suburb. 

As far as outward signs went most of those who k),, y 
Mr. and Mrs. Gordon had reason to believe that ;), 
husband had forgotten the past and that things w., 
going on smoothly between them. Nota few, howey.., 
knew that Mrs. Gordon was not conducting herseif ., 
good wife should.

Gov. Brown took his son tw 
Frankfort and made him his 
private secretary more to get 
him away from evil influences 
at home than anything else. But 
it seemed that nothing could be 
done that would make him go in - 
the straight pach. 

That something dreadful would 
be the result of the young wife's 
recklessness and ungovernable 
passion none doubted who knew 
her husband. Of a mild and 
gentle disposition, he was known 
as one who when aroused would 
stop at nothing to avenge his 
honor. 


Gordon was immediately 
placed under arrest and locked 
up in the jail. Assoon as the key 
was turned on him he pa:s«! 
from one fainting spell to an 
other, and the doctors worked 
over him all night, 

The next day he was released on $6,000 bail, after the 
coroner's jury had brought in a verdict of justifiable 
homicide, 

Scarcely twenty-four hours had elapsed after the kil! 
ing when the body of what had once been a beautifi:! 
woman was taken to Kenwood, the suburban home of 
her brother, and interred in the Cave Hill Cemetery, by 
the side of her father and two sisters. 

The body was clothed in a soft figured china silk 
gown of the shade of ashes of roses. The luside of the 
casket was lined with American Beauty roses, whic! 
were placed in the casket at the undertaker’s by two 
heavily-velled women. 

The remaius of Archie Brown were taken to his for 
mer home at Henderson, Ky., and placed in the resi 
dence of Dr. Arch Dixon, after whom he was named. 
After simple futeral services at the First Presbyterian 
Church the body was interred in the family plot in Fern 
wood Cemetery. The pall-bearers were Messrs. 1. 
Barrett, A. A. Adams, C. W. Raustin, H. F. Dade, Jr 
R. A. Holloway and E. L. Starlin, Jr., all of whom acted 
fu the same capacity at the funeral of a sister, Miss 
Susan Brown. They were selected from the young men 
of Henderson, who were most intimately acquainted 
with the late private secretary. 

The trains to Henderson carried many floral tributes 
from friends in Frankfort and Louisville, The deepest 
sympathy is expressed for Gov. Brown, who, in a short 
time, has been called to bear one sorrow after another. 

When Governor Brown first heard the news of his 
son’s death he was sitting in the executive office at 
Frankfort.

Following close upon the hitch occasioned by 
Fitzsimmons throwing doubts upon the ability of the Florida Athletic 
Club to pull off the proposed fight, comes fresh trouble. 

Florida is up in arms against the pugilistic contingent, and a 
strong effort is being made to have prize fighting declared illegal in 
the State. Discussion of the proposed fight bas aroused a feeling 
which finds an outlet in the Legisiatare in the shape of bills against 
all kinds of boxing exhibitions. Since the Florida Legislature as- 
sembled, three weeks ago, measures have been introduced in both 
Houses which not only prohibit prize fighting, but also sparring 
matohes and boxing contests, with or without gloves. There is an 
overwhelming sentiment among legtslators in favor of some kind of 
prokibitory bill, and one of the many offered will almost certainly be 


passed. The only opponents of the proposed legisiation are the |. 
saloon-keepers and hotel men at Jacksonville, People living outside 


of Jacksonville claim that the State is disgraced by such exbibi- 
tlons, which indicate a low moral tone in the community, and say 
that their property Is injured in value and Northern visitors are de- 


terred from coming to the State by the character of the crewd which | 


the fight attracts. One bill introduced in the Semate has been re- 
ported and lies on the table subject to call, while another introduced 
in the House has been favorably reported by the committee having it 
in charge, has passed through its preliminary stages and {s now on 
its third reading. It may pass any day, and will surely go through 
the Senate. Gov. Mitchell is known to favor any kind of prohibitory 
legislation, and will sign the measure when it reaches him. The 
provisions of the House bill are stringent, and {t will be impossible to 
have the big fight in Florida if it is passed. 

Fitzsimmons was, therefore, not altogether In the dark when he 
gave vent to his opinion about Florida, and it looks now very much 
as if his other prediction, regarding the fight ultimately taking place 
in New Orleans, would be fulfilled. Vendig, who represents the 
syndicate which has offered a purse of §41,000 for the fight, declares 
that the contract he has entered into with Corbett and Fitzsimmons 
gives the Florida Athletic Club the right to hold the fight wherever 
it desires. The agreement does not entall the necessity of naming 
Florida as the battle-ground. Corbett takes Vendig's side of the 
argument, and insists upon his willingness to fight In any Biate 
where the club oan pull it off without legal interference. 

Agreeing to New Orleans, as ho virtually does, rather contradicts 
the statement Corbett made recently to the effect that he would fight 
anywhere but in the Crescent City. I construed the meaning of his 
utterance to he his unwillingness to fight under the ausploes of either 
of ‘the dlubs now located there, but if the Florida people are to man- 
age the affair, this objcction is Consequently removed. 

The only reasonable way in “which Vendig’s people can get the 
fight off in New Orleans is by entering into an agreement with either 
the Olympl¢ or Auditorium clubs for the use of an arena, paying a 
sdpuetd dale & percentage; by this means the Florida Club can 
fulfill its obligations to the men, Corbott’s objection to fighting under 
the ausploes of the local clubs will be removed; Fitzsimmons, who 
has all along been anxious to fight in New Orleans, wil! be gratified, 
aid sporting people will have the satisfaction of knowing that 
> ion could be done has been done to bring matters to a 
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Billy Brady, Corbett’s second self, seems to 
be the only one of the bunch which includes the champion, his pros- 
pective rival, the latter's manager and lawyer, and Joo Vendig, who 
has not had a chance to ventilate his views upon the subject of the 
big fight and the details of recent happenings incident to it, Brady 
dropped in on me unexpectedly the other afternoon, and during the 
course of a chat he said: 

“‘Vorbett and I believe that Vendig's claim on behalf the Florida 
Athletic Clab is a just onc, and Corbett will fight Fitzsimmons at 
any place Vendig names in the United States. We don't care whether 
it is in Gowanus or California. Vendig's position is perfectly tena- 
ble. He asks for nothing that is not consistent with the agreement, 
and Corbett proposes to stand by the club. The Florida Athietlo 
Club Is the only club that ever put up so much money to guarantee 
its ability to bring a glove contest to a suocossful conclusion. The 





interest that F.C. Holske, a well known American sporting man, 
who is best remembered as the manager of Joha L. Sullivan's affairs 
while the latter was in England, returned to this country the other 
day.

Even in the face of the most important engagement he has ever 
had; and within a week of the time specified for his fight with La- 
vigne, he goes on a jamboree which stirs’ Coney Island to the very 
“core.

RIDING ON A BICYCLE IS RARE FUN.

A wheel's the thing! 

Every where throughout the land the ear is greeted with the whir- 
ring and buzzing of flying cycles. 

The bicycle tad has seized the American people with a firm, hard 
grip, and if it is not now the most extensively patronized of all 
sports, the day is not far distant when it will be. 

The wheel is not only popular in this country, but has its votaries 
all over the civilized globe, The nobility has bowed to the new order 
of things, and the members of the best society in this country are 
now enthusiastic votaries of the sport. It does not have to depend 
upon its purely exhibition and amusing features, for thousands of 
riders care nothing for races or for race meets, and they take to the 
wheel simply for its relaxations, pleasures and the excellent exercise 
which the riding of the wheel entails. 

As a medium for competitive sport, cycling enjoys the distinction 
of providing tests of merit that appeal to all, rich, poor, old and 
young, all class and conditions of people of both sexes, 

The making of bicycles has become a business in itself, and the 
capital invested in it is enormous. Those interested in home produc- 
tions will be glad to know that the American manufacturer of wheels 
easily leads the world. It is not so many years ago that the English 
minufacturers cont solled the trade of the world, and when the expert 
rider would disdain to ride anything but an English make of wheel. 
Now the exportation of wheels from this country has become an im- 
portant item of commerce. Then the American racers who have 
invaded Europe in the last year or two have made such short work 
of foreign riders that the attention of the eycling world has been 
attracted to the American wheel. The English, French, Italian and 
Spanish are slow to acknowledge the superiority of American muscle 
and sinew, and prefer to believe that the Zimmermans, Wheelers 
and Bankers are assisted materially by the wheels that they ride. 

The present season promises to be an auspicious one for the men 
who ride and race for fame, aud whatever other emoluments may 
attend it, Cycling statisticians predict that every record from 140 
yards to 50 miles will be lowered this season in the contests in which 
Joha 8, Johnson, Walter C, Sanger, Fred J. Titus and Owen Ziegler 
will struggle for the supremacy. It is reported that Houben, the 
crack English wheelman, as well as Watson and Henie, who have 
beaten records in Great Britain, are to visit this country. Henle 
holds records from 4 miles to 8 miles, while Watson is the 10 mile 
champion of England. If these men come to the United States, con 
tests will be arranged in which the English champions will meet the 
fastest American riders, with results sure to be interesting. 

Houben is a wheelman of great epecd and wonderful endurance, 
but he will have to ride his wheel faster than he ever has done to 
beat Sanger, Johnson or Titus. It is doubtful if there isa bicycle 
rider in the world who can beat John 8. Joh , of Mi poll 
unless it be Walter Sanger, and itis doubtful if the rider has yet 
mounted a wheel who can defeat Fred Titus at from twenty to thirty 
miles, 

Titus has issued a challenge to ride any man in the world twenty- 
five miles for $5,000 a side, It would not be wonderful if no cyclist 
picked up the gauntlet, for bicycle riders are like race horses and 
pedestrians. These belong in classes, Many can ride the shorter 
distances in fast time, while others who fail at short distances are 
successful at the longer runs, 

It is claimed that neither Johnson nor Sanger can ride twent7-five 
miles as fast as many others, while Titus could not live with Sanger 
or Johnson in ashorter spin. Johnson is probably the fastest bi- 
cycle rider in the world fur a mile, The wonderful mile by Willie 
Windle in 1 minute 46 4/5 seconds, was reduced last year to 1 minute 
85 2/5 seconds by Johnson, and itis probable that the mile record 
will this summer possibly be reduced to 1 minute 30 seconds 

Jobnson's mile, as well as Wiudle's, was made with a flying start. 
Harry C. Tyler's one mile (standing) has been lowered by Walter 
C. Sanger, and to him alone belongs the title of champion at the 
standing mile, he having covered the distance in 2 minutes 7 1/5 
seconds. 

John 8, Johnson, the champion bicycle rider of the world, is a 
Swed :, twenty-three years old, slim, and weighs in training 138 
pounds. He is not a stocky, sturdy lad like Windle, nor a model of 
athletic beauty like A. A. Zimmerman. He isnot only the champion 
bicycle rider of the world, bat he is just as fast on roller and steel 
skates as he is ona wheel. Some of his records made last year were : 
440 yards, 22 seconds; 880 yards, 52 seconds; 1 mile, 1 minute 
47 3/5 seconds ; two miles, 8 minutes 54 3/5 seconds. 

These records were made with flying start. Johnson also holds 
the following records with standing start, which exceed trotting- 
horse time: Quarter of a mile, 28 seconds; half a mile, 5644 seconds; 
one mile, 1 minute 57 3/5 seconds; two miles, 4 minutes 1 second; 
three miles, 6 minutes 9 seconds; four miles, 18 minutes 15 3/5 seo- 
onds; five miles, 20 minutes 22 3/5 seconds, 

The best record for one mile ever made by any cyclist was made 
by Johnson at Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 24, 1894, when he covered a mile 
on a straightaway course in the remarkable time of 1 minute 35 2/5 
seconds. This performance beat the best mile run on a straightaway 
course by a race horse, Salvator having covered a mile at Monmouth 
Park, Long Branch, N. J., in 1 minute 3544 d 

Johnson confidently expects this summer to beat his Buffalo rec- 
ord. Early in his carcer Johnson was not regarded as a fast man, 
and was beaten any number of times in competitions on an ordinary 
wheel, The elliptical sprocket gear used on bicycles reduces the 
amount of friction to a minimum and is a big advantage to a strong 
wheel driver, who plugs away at the cranks and relies on his power 
more that his cleverness in fast pedalling. The invention is an old 
one, but has only recently come into use. 

Johnson was one of the first to use the Improved bicycle, and with 
it rede a mile in 1 mi 56 1/5 ds. Johnson was also the first 
eyclist to be paced by a horse. In all trials against time cyclers are 
paced by some one who goes before them and breaks the force of the 
wind, which is one of the greatest drawbacks a fast rider has to con- 
tend with. 

It has been reported that J wenld b a professional and 
go to England to race against the champions. If he should cross the 
Atlantic it will be late in the fall probably, for he has been matched 
to ride a series of one-mile races with Walter E. Sanger for a trophy, 
said to be valued at $2,500, and the championship of America. One 
race is to come off in Junc, another in July and the last in August. 
Outside of the contests in Class A and Class B, the Johnson-Sanger 
races will be the sensation of the cycle worid for 1895. During 
last week Johnson was expelled as an amateur from the L. A. W. 
pending an investigation of charges of professionalism. What effect 
this actlo, will have on his racing with Sanger and others is prob- 
jematical. 

The fect that Arthur Zimmerman, who ranks close to Johnson in 
speed, has been married, cad is going to Australia, and that Banker 
and Wheeler will not be seen in this country this year, would lead 
many to suppose that there will be a scarcity of crack wheelmen, 
but such is mot the case.

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READY FOR THE HANDICAP. 
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American Athletes May Underrate the 
Abilities of their British Rivals. 
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AILSA «6TO)=6COME)§=6T0)0 AMERICA. 
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Legitimate sport on the turf has triumphed. 
The opponents of honest racing in New York State have been routed 
and the promise of am encouraging season under the new order of 
things is exeeedingly good. The Senate of New York State which 
one day killed the Perey-Gray Legitimate Racing bill and the Wilds 
\uti-Pool Sellers bill, has reconsidered its action and passed both 
measures by handsome majorities. All the machinations of specula- 
tive statesmen and of representatives of a few race tracks which don't 
want any racing bill failed to halt the Senate for more than one day. 

The whole situation is now characterized by a feeling of satisfac- 
tion. Not mach attempt was made in any quarter to explain the 
sudden veering around of opiaion on the part of some of the Senators, 
It was enough to know that the bill had been passed, and that the 
way was thus clear for high class racing in New York State.

for the man whe owned him. After his first race Daly was offered 
$*.000 for him, which was refused, as was also a subsequent offer of 
$!2,000 made, it is understood, on behalf of James R. Keene, The 
colt has been ailing most of the spring, but om March 25, despite 
that he was far from being in condition, he started and disposed of 
his field in race hurse style. On the 27th he again faced the flag 
and again won, though coughing badly. On the 15th of April, with 
scarce @ work in him, he was pulled out of the box for the St. Asaph 
Stakes and was beaten by both Floretta and Applegate. He steadily 
crew worse after this treatment; he had a congestive chill and died.
